with it would be only $42.00 — leaving the property owner $^.00 in the hole. 

Harold J. Ostly also stated that most mortgage holders would penalize 
property owners who fail to pay their taxes — and might in some cases 
foreclose on the mortgage and that the property owners would lose their 
properties. THIS IS A LIE! It cannot be done within the legal framework 
and machinery of the LOS ANGELES TAX STRIKE. 

Now, the LOS ANGELES COUNTY TAX STRIKE ASSOCIATION chal¬ 
lenges the gentleman — Harold J. Ostly to a public debate. After making 
his irresponsible and misleading statements in his news release we feel 
that he is duty bound to face us in a public debate and to substantiate his 
erroneous chages noire of which are > based on fact and have no legal 
foundation. 


The fact that at this time he is STILL the tax collector does not give 
him any political or official immunity to refuse to face us and to substan¬ 
tiate the irresponsible charges that he has hurled at us. We feel that we 
have the right to cross-examine the gentleman and have him answer a few 
fundamental questions in the full view and-for the listening benefit of all 
the property owners whom he has tried to intimidate and frighten into pay¬ 
ing these insane taxes TO HIM. 

It was his, OSTLY's, news release — not that of one of his deputies, 
and we will deal with no one except the principal himself — HAROLD J. 
OSTLY. We feel that the gentleman is duty bound to accept our challenge 
to face us; but if he does not have the guts to pick up the gauntlet, then 
the poor property owners who he Is trying to intimidate and frighten THEN 
have the right to know that fact. 

The facts are that if the property owner affiliates himself with the 
LOS ANGELES COUNTY TAX STRIKE that the lending institutions are 
legally bound to pay the property owners)' "impound" money to the
